New York, Novembern3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—There has been no cessa- 
tion in the retreat of the Italians 
across the Venetian plains toward the 
new line of defense on which it is in- 
{tended to stand and face the invad- 

ing Germans and Austro-Hungarians. 

The larger units of the Italians are 
| falling back without molestation, ac- 
i cording to the Rome official communi- 
‘cation, but considerable fighting has 
taken place in the hills of Vittorio and 
at other points in the north. 

The Berlin war office says the Livenza 
river has been crossed and that on the 
middle Tagliamento river Italian troops 
who were still standing out against 
the invaders were captured. A gen- 
eral and 17,000 more Italian troops are 
reported to have been captured, bring- 
Ing the total prisoners since the re- 
treat from the Isonzo began to mote 
than 260,000, according to Berlin. It 
is asserted also that more than 2,300 
guns have fallen into the hands of 
the Teutonic allies. . 

Along the line in France and Belgium 
only artillery duels and raiding opera- 
tions by the French and British forces 
are taking place. 

Additional ground has been gained 
by the British troops against the 
Turks in Palestine and along the 
Tigris river.

It was evident at once that the long 
stretch of level tableland at Grayson 
was adaptable to uses for an aviation 
camp. There was plenty of level ground 
on which inexperienced flyers could 
rise and light without the slightest 
danger of bumping into rough places. 
The government’s requirement of a 
square mile of level land was easily 
met by the site at Grayson. For a 
distance 3% miles long and a half- 
mile wide there is almost perfectly 
smooth ground, and at the starting 
point of this stretch the width broad- 
ened to over a full mile with but a 
few slight “sinks” in the tableland. 

The aviators with the committee 
could not refrain from demonstrating 
their enthusiasm over the Indian sum- 
mer day. The wéather was fit for fly- 
ing and they wanted to know if the 
kind of weather kept up through the 


whole year. 

While Colonel Edgar could give out 
no statement indicating the ecommit- 
tee’s opinion of the Grayson site, it 
was evident from the interest mani- 


fested by him and his committee that 


Atlanta's chances of getting the avia- 
tion camp that is to be located in this 
section of the country are excellent.

handed down within the next thirty 
days.

—Bob Toombs—he was a queer 
duck, but he was all right. 


But Henry Grady, think, was 
the nick of the bunch.” 0 


Henry Grady's life was too short 
ood of both the north and 
the south. Henry Grady was a re- 
porter on one of the New ‘York 
papers, I think it was The Tribune 
or Herald, if I remember right, 
and he walked down the steps one 


morning to go to work and he saw 
crepe on a door. He turned back 
and said to his landlady: 


Who is dead down there”. 

“She said, ‘I don’t know.’ 

Haven't you heard affybody 
was sick?’ 


“She said, ‘I should say not, I 
have troubles of my own.’ 

“He said, ‘You are going to the. 
funeral?’ 

“She said, ‘I am not, I am going 
to put a piece of oil cloth down in 
the kitchen and wash my cur- 
tains.’ 

„What? Haven't time to run in 
and see a sick neighbor, haven't 
time to help put them beneath the 
ground?’ 

„This is no place for Henr 
Grady; we may be a little behin 
the times down in the southland, 
but e are not so crazy making 
money that we can’t run in and 
Say a word, and that we can’t 
knock off work and help follow 
our friends to the graveyard, and 
drop a. few tears and a few flowers 
and I am going back home.’ 

“On his way he stopped in Wash- 
ington and as he looked at the cap- 
itol on the hill he said: 

That is the capitol of my na- 
tion, where we send the represen- 
tatives and the senators and all to 
make our laws which govern and 


control the millions of this great 
country.’ 

“Then on his way home he stop- 
ped in the home of a southern 
planter, where he brought the 
servants in and twice a y read 
the Bible and prayed. And when 
he got home he wrote an editorial 
oe e Atlanta Constitution and 
said: 

„was wrong when I said that 
magnificent building on the hill of 
Washington at the head of Penn- 
~sylvania avenue was the capitol 
and the home of the nation. 
home of my nation is the home 
where men and women are taught 
to pray and the children to love 
God and hate a lie.’ . 

“He found himself drifting into 
a great whirlpool of business 
politics, and one day they missed 
him and for several days no edi- 
torials appeared in The Atlanta 
Constitution from Henry Grady’s 
brain or pen. He packed his grip, 
he went out into the hilly country 
in Georgia to where his old mother 
lived in the old house where Henry 
and the rest of her babies were 
born. He walked around to the 
kitchen door, under the spreading 
elm, and he said as he dropped his 


grip: 

Mother, I am drifting and have 
come back.’ 

“She knew what it meant and 
she took him on her lap, like she 
did when he was a boy. And she 
baked him corn pone and boiled 
him cabbage and black-eyed beans 
and the things he liked when a 
little boy; fried him chicken that 
nobody knows how to fry like 
mother, especially down south, then 
made him these little biscuits that 
are about that high, that they 
make, and he stayed for supper 
and when he got ready to go to 
bed she took him up and put him 
to bed. She would not go to live 
with Henry in the big nineteen- 
room house on Peachtree street in 
Atlanta—she wanted to live out in 
the country.

Margins Now Too High, 
Fuel Administrators Are 
Told Higher Prices Al- 
lowed on Old Coal. 


Washington, November 8.— Possible 
reduction ot retail coal prices was in- 
dicated by the fuel administration today 
in instructions to state fuel adminis- 
trators empowering them to change 
methods of fixing retall margins. In- 
vestigation has disclosed that the mar- 
gin now allowed, which is the same 
as that taken in 1915, in many in- 
stances, is too high. The instructions 
to fuel administrators are 48° follows: 
„It has been called to our attention 
that in certain communities retail deal- 
ers are charging an excessive retail 
or coal. 
1 enjoyed both in 1915 and in 
July, 1917, a margin of profit which, 
under present circumstances, would 8 
pear to de unreasonable. This rs 
tion may exist even though the retail- 
ers may be basing their present prices 
strictly in accordance with our regu- 


lations. 
Unreasonable Profits. 


“When such a condition is reported 
in your territory we suggest that your 
local committee. make a careful inves- 
tigation of the costs of doing business 
by each of the dealers, and if it ap- 
pears that more than a reasonable 
profit is being enjoyed, that the com- 
mittee arrive at a fair and reasonable 
profit to be allowed the retailer, send 
their recommendations to the state ad- 
ministrator, who will pass upon them 
to determine whether their findings are 
equitable and just to consumer and 
retailer As well. 

“The state administrator then will 
confirm such prices in, that town or 
city subject to appeal to the United 
States fuel administrator.” 

Price on Old Coal. 

Thousands of tons of coal held by 
jobbers and wholesalers was made 
available for emergency distribution to- 
day when the fuel administration de- 
cided to allow the dealers to take a 
small margin of profit on coal they 
had contracted for at high prices be- 
fore the government prices were fixed. 

Under previous orders jobbers have 
been permitted to sell only at a small 
margin above the government price 
at the mine regardless of the figures 
named in their contracts. Because in 
many instances this price was less than 
the coal cost them, the jobbers have 


held their coal. 

Today's ruling provides that the job- 
bers may sell at a margin of 15 per 
cent above the contract cost to pur- 
chasers to be designated by state fuel 
administrators,. The fuel administra- 
tors will place the coal in communities 
most in need of it and expect no diffi- 
culty in disposing of the supply even 
at the higher prices.

London, November 8.—The special 
American commission to the allied con- 
ference arrived in London last mid- 
night. It is headed by Colonel E. M. 
Hoyse as special commissioner with 
— honorary rank of special ambassa- 

or. , 

“We had a pleasant and uneventful 
voyage,” Colonel House told the Asso- 
ciated Press. “The weather was fair. 
There were no submarines. It was the 
best vacation I have had in two years.” 

The commissioners were met by Am- 
basgador Page, Vice Admiral Sims, com- 
mander of the American destroyer 
squadron, and Foreign Secretary Bal- 
four. There are twenty-seven persons 
in the party, including Admiral Benson, 
General Bliss, Vance McCormick, chair- 
man of the war trade board; Oscard T. 
Crosby, assistant secretary of the 
treasury; Bainbridge Colby, of the 
United States shipping board; Dr. A. 
E. Taylor, representing the food con- 
trolier, and Paul Cravath. Mrs. House 
and two women secretaries are in the 
party, Colonel and Mrs. House were 
driven to the residence of the Duke of 
Roxburghe, where they will stay while 
in London. 

Going to Paris. 

“I am here as a personal representa- 
tive of the American government, ac- 
quainting myself with the latest de- 
velopments in official circles in Eng- 
land preparatory to going to France 
to attend the Paris allies’ conference,” 
said Colonel House. “Our stay in Eng- 
land will be brief and every hour will 
be crowded with conferences. As head 
of the mission I shall be consulted 


from time to time by the other mem- 
bers, although each, by the nature of 
his respective duties, is working in- 
dependently of the others.” 

A few moments before this interview. 
an official of the British government 
acquainted Colonel House with the de- 
velopments in Russia. 

“It is too delicate and too serious a 
subject for me to comment on at this 
time,“ said the colonel. 

On being asked how it felt to be 
prosecuting war instead of being en- 
gaged with questions having to do with 
peace, Colonel House said: 

“IT am glad to take either role in 
the interest of my country.” 

This afternoon the colonel lunched 
with Mr. Balfour. He devoted the re- 
mainder of the day to conferences with 
British officials. The other members 
of the mission busied themselves at 
the American embassy and in confer- 
ences with representatives of the 
American and British war and navy 
departments.

An Atlantic Port, November 8.—In- 
formation that a shell fired by an 
American naval gunner sank a Teu- 
tonic submarine in the Mediterranean 
is contained in a report made to the 
navy department by the officers of an 
American freight steamship which ar- 
rived here recently, it was learned to- 
day. — 

The vessel, of about 3,000 tons gross, 
was returning from an Italian port in 
Dallast after taking a cargo of war 
munitions from America to Italy. A 
report of her narrow escape from & 
torpedo was recently made public, but 
the fate of her attacker was not men- 
tioned. The torpedo was discovered 
approachmg from the starboard side 
an hour before nightfall, and the crew, 
expecting an explosion, hurried to the 
port rail, arriving in time to see the 
torpedo emerge from under the ship 
and pass harmlessly on. 

The naval gunners had remained at 
their posts. The periscope of a sub- 
marine appeared above the water, the 
U-boat captain apparently being una- 
ware that the torpedo had gone under 
the freighter, because with no gargo 
she was riding high in the water. 
Three shells fired from the ship’s bow 
gun and two from her stern gun missed 
the submarine, but the sixth shot from 
the stern gun struck it at the base of 
the periscope, according to the officer's 
report. There was an explosion which 
shattered the submarine’s shell and she 
sank with all on board.

Presidential woman suffrage was 
beaten by 136,419 votes, according to 
virtually complete reports. 

An accouncement on the prohibition 
vote made by Secretary of State Fulton 
from figures compiled in his office gave 
the “wets” a majority of 588. These 
figures included all except one county 
and the 1,882 gained in the unofficial 
vote of Hamilton county. 

Only thirteen of the county reports 
had been received by the secretary as 
official returns when his tabulation was 
announced. The fact that none of 
the large counties of the state are rep- 
resented by the 67, which have made 
official returns and that the wets have 
an apparent lead of 3,643, brought jubi- 
lation to the anti-prohibitionists, but 
the “drys” are still claiming victory. 
Officials of the prohibition movement 
announced today that in case of final 
defeat they would try it again next 
year. 

Much of the joy expressed by the 
anti-prohibitionists was due to the ac- 
knowledgment by the board of elections 
of Hamilton county that 10,000 fewer 
“wet” votes had been included in the 
election night returns than should have 
been credited against prohibition. This, 
with the 1,832 allowed today by the 
board, brought the Hamilton county 
vote to closer approximation of the 
normal number cast in preceding wet 
and dry elections, though still more

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THE RUSSIAN CRISIS. 


Recent events in Russia, culminating in 
the apparent overthrow of the Kerensky 
regime and assumption of governmental con- 
trol, at least in Petrograd, by the Maxial- 
ists, have shown with painful clearness the 
tutility of overcoming treason, mutiny and 
anarchy.by argument and moral suasion in- 
stead of a firm hand—by “blood and iron,” 
if necessary. 

From the beginning of his tenure at the 
head of the new Russian republic, imme- 
diately following the dethronement of the 
czar, Premier Kerensky—mild of manner, 
humane, and with many statesmanlike qual- 
ities—has tried vainly to master the situa- 
tion without bloodshed. He has temporized, 
compromised and dealt leniently with the 
destructive elements within the republic. 

That policy has failed. 

Had he realized in the beginning what 
he must realize now, that the only means 
of combatting treason and anarchy is with 
“blood and iron,” and that the only punish- 
ment commensurate with the crime in such 
cases is summary drumhead court-martial 
and execution—as Korniloff advocated—he 
would not have failed, and today Russia 
would probably have been an_ effective 
power on the side of world democracy in- 
stead of what it is! 

From one end of the country to the 
other, Russia is permeated and honey- 
combed with anarchy, nihilism, rebellion and 
Prussian intrigue. Its army has beén satu- 
rated with mutiny and treason. Even the 
orders issued by commanders have been 
subjected to a referendum vote by the army 
rank and file—the most preposterous state 
of affairs ever heard of in the military his- 
tory of the world! ? 

There is no doubt that German intrigue 
and German money are wholly responsihle 
for conditions as they exist in Russia today. 
Even the notorious Lenine, who was clearly 
proven to have been the kaiser’s paid agent 
in Russia and in charge of the distribution 
of German corruption funds among Russian 
dupes of the Berlin crown, and who fled the 
country to escape punishment for his trea- 
son, is again in Petrograd, one of the Maxi- 
malist leaders, and acting in an advisory 
capacity in the new revolutionary regime. 

Kerensky thought it best to deal gently 
with him; and others like him. The result 
speaks for itself! 

It remains to be seen if the loyal Rus- 
sians—the rank and file that has stood faith- 
ful to Kerensky and the civil government—

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will submit to the new regime; if not, will 


they be powerful enough to redeem Russia 
and save it from the fate that surely awaits 
it if the Maximalists are not overthrown?

If the railroads prove their contention 
before this body it will have no other alter- 
native than to grant their prayer; nor will 
the public object. But it is all in the If.“ 

The truth is, the public would long be- 
fore this have approved such action on the 
part of the commission toward the carriers 
had it not been for the fact that the thievery, 
jobbery and corruption practiced by cerfain 
great railroad corporations in this country 
a few years ago, such as the Alton, the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford, and others, 
was so fresh in the minds of the people 
that they took the position that they would 
rather punish the innocent than let the 
guilty ones escape. 

Now, however, that governmental regu- 
lation and closer scrutiny over the issuance 
of securities makes impossible a repetition 
of the obnoxious piratical practices of the 
past, and for the further fact that the rail- 
road business as a whole has passed into 
cleaner hands and is being operated in a 
very much more satisfactory, and certainly 
a more businesslike, manner—the situation 
is clearing for them. 

The establishment of this fact in the 
minds of the people has gone a long way 
toward bringing about the modification in 
public sentiment that will justify the inter- 
state commerce commission in granting the 
relief asked for—provided, of course, the 
showing of the railroads justifies their con- 
tention. : 


“YOU CAN’T EAT MONEY!” 


The campaign being carried out against 
fire waste and food shortage by the Georgia 
fire prevention committee of national de- 
fense has developed the striking fact that 
insurance cannot replace the destruction of | 
commodities at a time when they are Amer- 
ica’s greatest war weapon. A fire loss may , 
be fully covered by insurance. The insur- | 
ance will be paid, but at a crisis in the time 
of the natſon, when every pound and parcel | 
of food is needed, the insurance cannot re- 
place the destroyed supply. 

“You can secure your insurance money, 
but you can't eat money,” is the slogan of 
the national defense campaign. 

It is well to comprehend the full meaning 
of the warning. For the first time the 
United States faces a serious food shortage. 
Every sack of flour, every bushel of wheat, 
every barrel of corn, every dozen eggs and 
every pound of butter that goes up in smoke 
is just that much taken, not from the sur- 
plus that can be spared, but from a meager 
supply, every ounce of which will be needed 
to prevent hunger. 3 

The United States can no longer afford 
to be the most destructive country in the 
world in regard to fires. Sixty per cent of 
the fires can be prevented. Sixty per cent 
of the destruction of food and other necessi- 
ties can be saved—a percentage that would 
go a long way in feeding the people of this 
country. 

The insurance companies of America have 
given the government their trained experts 
to assist in the prevention of fires. Their 
services are free of all cost to the govern- 
ment. The people who buy insurance can 
well afford to give their assistance.

Atlanta Boy Appointed 
Provisional Second 
Lieutenant in Army 


Hinton F. Longino, son of Dr. T. D. Lon- 
gino, 61 Park street, received notice yester- 
day from the. war department that he had 
been appointed a provisional second lieuten- 
ant, Field artillery, regular army of the 
United States. 

Mr. Longino is at present attending the 
State Medical college in Augusta, but will 
leave soon for training at one of the army 
camps. He applied for entrance to the 
first training camp while a student at the 
university in Athens last spring, where he 
graduated with a bachelor of arts degree, 
but owing to a slight physical disability 
which he had he was turned down. 

The Longino family is a family of mili- 
tarists. Dr. Longino served throughout the 
civil war as a private in Joe Wheeler’s cay- 
alry, and Captain O. H Longino, Coast Artil 
lery corps, U. S. A., the eldest son, is now in 
France.

considered that a knowledge of three or four 
might be useful after the war. I have a 
fair working knowledge of German, French 
and Russian, have made fair progress with 
Italian, and am at present dabbling with 
Spanish. I have not the slightest illusion 
about the knowledge of languages making 
an educated man, or the self-complacency 
which comes from pattering a foreign 
tongue. I am learning them because I think 
they may be useful to the Movement.” 

“The Movement” is the effort of the 
Workers Educational association to intro- 
duce study classes for soldiers at the base 
camps where soldiers. rest just back of the 
fighting front. Just how well along the 
effort is, I can’t tell you in figures, for 
the effort is so young that thus far the 
association’s officers themselves are not in 
possession of. statistics. There are known 
to be seven study classes at the front, but 
their membership is in such a continual state 
of fluctuation that. statistics really are of 
little significance. Attendance at the classes 
is regular enough, however, to give them 
a continuous and semi-prosperous existence. 

1,000 Members Lead Classes. 

They have been started by the 1,000 mem- 
bers of the association, now serving at the 
front—members whose zeal for the work of 
their association has kept alive its war- 
time comradeship committee, which maintains 
a regular correspondence with them through- 
out their period of service. 

“In thus developing comradeship,” J. M. 
Mactavish, the association’s secretary, told 
me, the committee has kept alive the edu- 
cational needs of the soldier. The demand 
for books is very heavy and is constantly 
increasing, and the range of subjects which 
the soldier desires to study appears to be 
even wider than those desired by the work- 
ers at home. They include, among others, 
‘Social Reconstruction,’ ‘Internationalism,’ 
‘Foreign Languages and Poetry.“ 

The Workers’ Educational association oc- 
cupies a unique place in the world. So 
far as I have been akle to discover, it is 
the only organization in the world which 
runs on a great scale, free classes for work- 
ers, schooling them in their evenings and 
on their Sundays. Clerks and telegraphers, 
teachers, textile and domestic workers, en- 
gineers, ship assistal, ts, miners, printers, 
metal workers, building laborers, carpen- 
ters dnd joiners, factory hands, railway men, 
tailors and dressmakers, insurance agents, 
postmen, tram conductors and motormen, 
policemen, potters, boot and shoe workers, 
warehousemen, laborers, foremen and man- 
agers, bookbinders—all are represented in 
its lists of pupils. It dates back only to 
1908, when a group of thirty potters at Long- 
ton got together in the evenings to study 
industrial -history. 

Today it has over 191 branch classes, 
2,320 affiliated societies and 10,750 members 
in Great Britain and Ireland alone, with 
others in Canada, Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa. The “affiliated soci- 
eties“ are in reality labor unions whose 
members 
study courses. The Derbyshire Miners’ as- 
sociation, the General Federation of Trade 
Unions, the Amalgamated Association of 
Tramway and Vehicle Workers, the National 
Amalgamated Society of Male and Female 
Pottery Workers, the National Association 
of Manual Training Teachers, the _ Society 
of Operative Stone Masons, the Amalgamat- 


Amalgamated Engineering and Stores asso- 
ciation, the Ship Constructors and Ship- 
wrights’ association, the National Federa- 
tion of Women ‘Teachers, the National Fed- 
eration of Women Workers and the Young 
Women’s Christian : association—these are 
some of the latest additions to the affiliat- 
ed list. | 

Work Is Performed Free. 


All its work is performed free, the sub- 
scriptions of wealthy men defraying the 
costs ‘of operating the huge educational 
scheme. 

Its work is divided into tutorial classes 
to prepare young workers for university 
training; one-year classes, to substitute for 
university training in the cases of many of 
the older workers; study circles, a less ardu- 
ous substitute for university work; and lec- 
tures. Ninety-nine tutorial classes are now 
running in Great Britain and Ireland with 
1,926 students. Oen hundred and fifty-four 
one-year classes, 70 circles and 526 public 
„lectures were put on during the year which 
ended June 1.. Of these, 25 one-year classes, 
24 study circles and 146 lectures were on 
subjects which had to do with the war. 

Among the men workers, history and 
economics are the favorite subjects, and 
among the classes for women workers, the 
favorites are first-aid, home nursing and 
hygiene. Other subjects in large demand 
are history, literature, nature study, French, 
singing, embroidery, dressmaking and milli- 
nery, and elementary biology. 

Probably as intimate a view of the as- 
sociation’s work as is available is set forth 
in a letter I have before me for a former 
lecturer for the association.

WHY “WORRY ABOUT YOUR ARTERIES? 

It is contrary to our bygienic principles 
to make folks worry. Worry is dilutel fear, 
and fear overworks the ahrenal gland, and 
when the adrenal gland secretes too much 
adrenin, that contracts tna brterien and tends 
to wear them out. There ” some other word 
for it, but Old Dr. Roget fai¥s us for once and 
we can't find the word, but it means some- 
thing a little less than wprry and a little 
more than ignore. That js what we want 
folks to do about tHéir arteries and their 
blood pressure. 6 

Every man or woman. Who owns a set of 
arteries. should have then inspected and 
tested once a year by addoctor. Arterial 
hardening is accompanied, generally, by a 
gradual rise in blood pressure above the nor- 
mal limit for the patient’s age. But the blood 
pressure may be too high from causes which 
do not, for the time being, produce hardening 
or degeneration of the 2 walls. We 
cannot conceive arterio-sclérosis as a sepa- 
rate condition developing independent of 
degeneration of other organs. We must 
think of the process as a premature degen- 
eration or wearing out of the whole body, 
every fiber and cell of it, though particu- 
larly the arteries, heart, kidneys and brain. 
When the gradual hardening of the arteries 
begins it necessarily involves such organs 
as are most richly supplied with small termi- 
nal arteries. Hence in the examination of 
the patient the doctor investigates as care- 
fully as possible the state of the heart, the 
kidneys and the brain, for it is in these 
organs that terminal arteries are most 
numerous and important. 

Increased resistance to the circulation, 
offered by the more rigid, less elastic arterial 
wall, throws additional work upon the heart 
muscle; a certain amount of overgrowth of 
heart muscle becomes imperative to meet 
the increased resistance and maintain an 

ficient circulation. Therefore some en- 
largement of the heart must occur in arterio- 
sclerosis. 

Probably the gradual hardening of the 
arterial. walls begins in the smallest arte- 
rioles, the terminal arteries. Therefore the 
doctor makes a careful ch¢mical and micro- 
scopical analysis of the urjne, or rather re- 
peated analyses, before arriving at a defi- 
nite diagnosis. The allment commonly known 
as Bright's disease is in fa¢t part and parcel 
of arterio-sclerosis. An gradual heart 
failure and apoplexy (streke of paralysis) 
are likewise manifestationg of the degenera- 
tion.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, / 
The Treatment of, Anenrsia. 

What treatments or exercises would you 
suggest for a long standing case of anemia? 
Should one with anemia be under a doc- 
tor’s care, or will a simple remedy restore 
the needed iron in the blood? (Miss E. F.) 

ANSWER—Two miles of oxygen three 
times a day on the hoof is a good combi- 
nation of exercise and mediaine for anemia. 


One with anemia should be under a doctor’s 
care at least long enough for the doctor to 
determine the underlying cause and remove 
it, if .possible. Practically always anemia 
is a secondary symptom, and cannot be over- 
come until the underlying cause is found 
and remedied, Space does not permit men- 
tion of the many causes here. In the total 
mass of blood in your body in health there 
is perhaps a good teaspoonful of iron. Lack 
of iron is rarely if ever a cause of anemia, 
and the administration of iron practically 
never helps anemia. That notion was based 
upon conjecture, and not upon facts,

What would be the effect of taking: three 
to five grain pepsin tablets after each nieal? 
Would it produce any harmful effect upon 
the body? (C. A. P.) 

ANSWER—Probably no effect. If 
is absent from the gastric juice (and it is 
almost never absent, even in the gravest 
diseases) it might aid digestion. But as a 
general rule the use of pepsin is without 
any appreciable effect upon digestign or the

Dr. Fletcher Walton argued that the 
election should be today so as to have 
it over with before Sunday. Mr. Tate 
stated that he always observed a good 
ship would set sail for an approaching 
storm and as he believed a storm to be 
approaching in the conference, he 
judged it his duty as a loyal man to 
do what he could to avert it.

Urging parents te bring their 
ehildren up as Christians, Billy Sun- 
day talked on the influences of 
home at the tabernacle last night. 
His ‘sermon in full follows: 

In Genesis, the eighteenth chapter, 
the nineteenth verse, “I know gigs 
(speaking of Abraham), God said, “I 


know him, and he will eommand his 
ehildren and his household after him.” 

And I will be perfectly satisfied if 
they are as good and on the square 
like Abraham. “I know him, for he 
will command his children and his 


household after him.” 

I am going to throw myself upon the 
prayerful sympathy of this congrega- 
tion, with a prayerful hope that what 

have to say may arrest your atten- 
ion and grip‘ your heart. Somebody 

as said that the sweetest words in the 
anguage which we speak, no matter 
what clime, whether where the sun- 
beams dancing in sunny la belle France 
or upon Ceylon’s coral strand, or where 

he Frost King holds sway in the 

londike of the north, the sweetest 
word in the language is “Home, 
whether it means that to the Esquimo 
in his igloo or whether it means it to 
phe Indian in his tepee on the plains, or 
o the millionaire in his palace on 
Fifth avenue. 

‘ The Most Sacred Spot. 

I want you to go with me for a brief 
time to the most sacred spot in all the 
world, the one around which clusters 


more sweet associations and precious 
memories than any other in the uni- 
verse—and that is home. The longer I 
live and the more I visit up and down 
the land and see the joys and the sor- 
rows and the successes and the failures 
of men and women, the more I become 
convinced that the home is one of the 
greatest problems we have. 

The homes are like streams pouring 
forth their current into the great 
world, and they should be the center 
of everything that is noble and inspir- 
ing. Nothing should ever be permitted 
to wriggle its infamous destroying car- 
cass across your threshold to assasst- 
nate virtue, or to murder any thought 
that might lead that boy or girl toward 
God, or on their knees to develop a 
Christian character. 

You walk up and ask ten different 
men for a definition of home, you get 
different definitions. To one it is love 
ot hearth. To another it is plenty on the 
table. To another it is plenty to wear. 
To another it is warmth. To another 
it is comfort. To another it is intelli- 
gence. To another it is devotion. To 
another it is a regretful good-by when 
you go away, and greetings with a 
smile and a kiss when you return. 

To another it is want, looking out 
of a cheerless fire, and it is hunger in 
an empty tray, and the damp air shliv- 
ering with curses; No Bible, no Sabbath 
wave rolls over the threshold, the chil- 
dren are robbers in embryo.

W ith the Aid of Sacks of Corn Huss, 
Men Are Taught Grim Bayonet Work 


„Jabbing the Enemy“ is a new game 
at Camp McClellan, over at Anniston, 
and the game may soon be played at 
Gordon. The soldiers seem to „take 
keen delight in the game. The “ene- 
mies” are sacks of corn husks, hung 
on a rod. Into these sacks the soldier 
drives his bayonet up to the hilt, just 
as he sometimes hopes to bayonet a 

oche “over there.” 
54. looks easy, but it is ene of the 
most difficult things the soldier has 
to learn, this bayonet exercise, and one 
of the most vicious-looking drills that 
the spectators have an opportunity to 
ee. 

5 The “enemies” are hung on poles— 
a row of twenty or thirty of them in 
a line. The soldiers are lined up at a 
point about thirty paces from the line 
of dummies, standing with fixed bay- 
onets until the ‘order is given to charge. 
There is a dash forward and—biff! the 
“German” has a bayonet sticking 
through him. Sometimes he does, but 
sometimes the soldier misses, slips 
and falls up against the dummy. 

“If that had been a real German you 

fell against that time, you'd be with 


to make an impression. Remember, in 
facing an enemy, his bayonet will be 


beat 

And so the grim business of war is 
brought home to the men, with the aid 
of a sack of corn husks. Little by lit- 
tle they show improvement, daily gain- 
ing better command of their arms, jab- 
bing more viciously, striking more cer- 
tainly and countering with increased 
ability. Day by day the “Germans” suf- 
fer their jabs and become more real 
to the men who “attack” them. 

The level stretch of land, formerly 
known as the Cane Creek bottom land, 
stretching from the Jacksonville Pike 
to somewhere near the Maryland bri- 
gade, is daily the scene of imaginary 
combats between the men of the Blue 
and Gray division and the enemy.

Corporal Guy M. Simmonds, a mem- 
ber of Company B of the military po- 
lice, has beefi commended by General 
Swift for pluck and bravery. :

‘Trench Hill al Cian Gordon Looks 
A Veritable Battlefield in France

The famous canals of Mars, the Grand 
Canyon, Mammoth Cave and all other 
big and numerous holes and excava- 
tions on this and other planets are be- 
ing. rivalled bath in number and in 


that the boys of the Eighty- second 
army division at Camp Gordon are mak- 


ing in the scarred face of.one of the 


reddest of “the old red hills of Geor- 
gia” on the Candler road at the south- 
ern entrance to the camp. 

The work of digging trenches, land 
mines and other man-made war holes 
began several days ago under the di- 
rection of a number of French officers 
detailed to instruct the men at Camp 
Gordon in the “gentle art” of war-mak- 
ing against the Germans. To say that 
the work has progressed wonderfully 
is to do the gituation injustice, for in 
the space of only a few days a big, 
sloping hillside has been turned into 
such a honeycombed, punctured and 
perforated plot of ground that it close- 
ly resembles a cross between a magni- 

d ant hill and a “close-up” on a hive 
of fighting bees. 

The first day of instruction of the 
engineer troops of the division was 
consumed in laying out zig-zag chalked 
lines to mark the. position of the 
trenches. At that time the big hill 
looked as if a mob of drunks had at- 
tempted to lay out a thousand tennis 
courts in an hour. The white lines run- 


depth by the trenches and excavationss 


ning in and out along the hill in all 
directions made about the same impr 
sion on the average eye as does a snake 
fence on the vision of a highly intoxi- 
cated bartender. 
And then the men began to dig. A 
who in the world would have believed 
that ordinary Americans possessed such 
a marked, wonderful propensity for dis- 
turbing terra firma? It was positively 
a gift the way those boys of the ongts 
neer regiment spaded up the tough clay 
that barred their progress to China. 
Miniature hills of fresh earth began to 
appear on the scene in flocks, and with 
their ascension the forms of the sol- 
diers began to descend into the ground. 
And today No-Man's-Land, even 
though it be torn by shell and shrapnel 
and ploughed by hand grenades and air 
bombs, hasn't a thing on the camp 
trench ground. The men are four or 
five feet deep in the trenches, and the 
are learning to make big screens o 
Plaited pine saplings to keep the dir 
from falling into the trenches. Boar 
floors for the bottom of the trenches 
and embankments of earth to keep out 
the fire of the enemy are also objects 
of study for the men, and they are 
catching on to the ideas imparted them 
through interpreters by the French ex- 
perts like they were born to the job. 
‘They take to it like ducks to water,” 
stated one of the French officers in his 
own tongue, when questioned by a re- 
porter. “If they fight as hard as they 
F. and if they make the progress ‘over 
there’ that they are making over here— 
well, there will be a French, English 
and American celebration in Berlin 
pretty soon.” .

Of Year; Russian News Cataclysmic

Greatest Weakness—Even 
U. S. Bonds Suffer From 
General Slump. 


New York, November 8.—Stocks ex- 
perienced their worst decline of the 
year today, falling 3 to 8 points on 
revival of liquidation provoked largely 
by the latest political crisis in Russia. 

Bonds also were ected to an un- 
usual degree and remittances to Russia 
and Italy established lowest records 
since the war. 

An echo of the recent election and its 
possible bearing upon corporate issues 
was furnished by the extreme weak- 
ness of local tractions, which broke se- 
verely, affecting utilities of national 
prominence, such as American Tele- 
phone and Western Union Telegraph. 

The session opened with every prom- 
ise of further betterment, as suggest- 
ed by yesterday’s eneral and sub- 
stantial advance. Shippings featured 
the early rise of 1 to 3 points with 
coppers and steels, the latter being 
moderately stimulated by the more set- 
tled conditions in that industry. 

All gains were ruthlessly swept aside 
on the first advices from Petrograd, 
the market reacting sharply before the 
end of the first hour. 

Selling in enormous volume contin- 
ued up to the final hour when short 
covering brought about temporary re- 
coveries of 2 to 4 points. These, now- 
ever, were again largely lost in a fresh 
wave of liquidation just before the 
feverish close. 

Standard rails and the most favored 
industrials were again the features of 
greatest weakness. All the Pacifics, 
rangers, coalers and trunk lines fell 
to new minimums, United States Steel 
reacted from 95% to the year’s new 
low record of 88%, closing at 90%, a 
net loss of 4%, and other equipments 
and specialties registered similar or 
more serious impairment.
